The feature set forth in claim 1, wherein the cross - 
sectional area perpendicular to the line of magnetic force 
at the yoke insertion portions of the teeth, exceeds the 
cross-sectional area perpendicular to the line of magnetic 
force at the part of the teeth which is positioned within 
the coil, is disclosed in the drawings and other parts of 
document 1 and document 2 . 

The feature set forth in claim 2, wherein the yoke 
insertion portions of the teeth and part of the teeth 
positioned inside the coil are formed by laminating an 
integrally-molded steel plate, is disclosed in document 1 . 
(fig. 2) and document 2 (fig. 3, etc.). 

The feature set forth in claim 3, wherein there are 
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a plurality of teeth, and said teeth are mounted onto a 
yoke in such a manner that the lines of magnetic force 
generated at the portions positioned inside the coil are 
approximately parallel to one another, is disclosed in 
document 3 . 

The feature set forth in claim 4, wherein the cross- 
sectional area perpendicular to the line of magnetic force 
generated in the teeth at the at the opposite end of the 
teeth from the magnet, does not exceed the cross -sectional 
area perpendicular to the line of magnetic force at the 
part of the teeth positioned inside the coil, is disclosed 
in documents 2 and 3 .

The feature set forth in claim 7, wherein the cross - 
sectional area of the end of the teeth opposite the magnet 
is formed in such a manner so as not to exceed the cross - 
sectional area of the part positioned inside the coil, is 
disclosed in document 4 . 

The feature set forth in claim 8, of having a yoke 
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onto which a plurality of teeth are mounted, is disclosed 
in documents 4 and 5 . 

The feature set forth in claim 9, of molding the 
core and coil, is disclosed in documents 4 and 5, 

The feature set forth in claim 10, wherein the 
cross-sectional area of the part of the teeth which are 
inserted into the stator part is formed in such a manner 
as to exceed the cross -sectional area of the part which is 
positioned inside the coil, is disclosed in documents 1 
and 2 .
